Claims 1 - 9 and 13 - 20 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it 



fails to teach or suggest an infrared thermometer comprising a probe tip for taking 
temperature readings in an ear canal and also including a probe head for taking 
temperature readings on a skin surface that is demountably attachable to the probe tip in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
